Prof. P. F. Gra/f of the Mt. Hope 


agricultural school 
has

pointe'd as the man to take charge of 
the work in this county, and it is 
expected that he will 
be 
on 
the 


ground to start in within a short 
time. While no outline of the work 
can be given at. the present time, 
still it can be stated that it will be of 
a more practical nature than any- 
thing that has ever before been at- 
tempted along this line, and when it 
has once become fairly started there 
will be a chance for the rising gen- 
eration to secure information in the 
agricultural brandies as applicable 
to Wood county such as has never 
before existed. 
It might be stated that while this 


money appropriated by the govern- 
ment for this experimental work will 
be checked out thru the Wood Coun- 
ty Agricultural school, it will not be 
donated by the county in any part, 
but comes straight from the United 
Slates government.

own. lie has suffered for a long time on small wages. But now there are 


several bills In congress designed to help this financial situation. One of these 
measures, known as the Keating bill, 
stipulates temporary salary Increases 
for employees making $2,000 or less. 
The increases graduate from 0 to !?0 
per cent. 


Another measure, known an the 


Nolan bill, provides 
that no person 


who has been In tho employ of the 
government for three years and who 
Is twenty years old shall receive less 
than ,'?:? per day, lji»0 per month, or 
M.OSO per year. 


Hearings are now going on before 


congressional committees upon these bills, and It seems likely that one, If not 
both, will pass congress. The scale of living has Increased so much In Washing- 
ton that It Is declared necessary for tho clerks to receive higher wages In order 
to get along. 


Neither of tho bills Is regarded as Ideal. 
The Keating bill Is only for 


temporary relief. In the casm of the Nolan bill the clerks say that there are 
many In the ranks who, even though they receive more than $3 per day, still 
need more money. 


Kven if both these bills pass congress there Is n strong likelihood that still 


another bill carrying a complete reclassltlcatlon of. salaries will be drawn up 
nnd presented.

In home gardening have been formed, 
among the leaders being tho Capital 
Garden club, the first In the city to 
take up the question of Increasing tho 
food supply by local cultivation. 


The Capital Garden club started a 


campaign recently to raise $3,000 to 
defray the expenses of a campaign of 
Intensive education, and today the sum. 
Is almost In hand. Cash prizes will be 
awarded those having the best gar- 
dens and experts will be engaged to 
supervise the plots and assist In their 


cultivation. The department of agriculture Is taking a keen Interest In tho 
.homo garden project and Washington's amateur farmers will have the ad- 
vantage of tho co-operation of the department's exports. 


It Is expected that the action of Clarence Wilson, food administrator for 


the District of. Columbia, will be followed elsewhere, lie has pledged his co- 
operation and assistance, expressing the belief that the Increase of production 
Is just as Important as a war measure as tho saving of food. 
He believes 


excellent results could be accomplished all over tho countr./ If all other food 
administrators would make this a part of their duties. 


At any rate, Washington Intends to show the wijy In this Important phase 


of war work and will blaze a trail that otlier cities will do well to follow.

I 


T WAS a strange Irony of fate 
that forced revolutionists, hard- 
pressed by tho soldiers of Ker- 
c-nsky, to fall back Into the Krem- 


lin of Moscow, for centuries tho seat 
of despotism of Russia. And addition- 
al Interest was attached to this his- 
toric spot by tho later announcement 
that here Kerensky Intended to estab- 
lish his government. Perhaps no city 
of the nation has figured so prominent- 
ly In the turmoil which for centuries 
has accompanied Russian politics us 
has tills "city within a city." 


It was on the cite of the Kremlin, 


now the center of the city, that Mos- 
cow was founded by Yuri DolgorukI, 
prince of Kiev, In 11.47. The historians 
believe a village existed on Ihe heights 
above the River Moska even before 
the advent of Prince Yuri. 
Within a 


century, says the Kansas City Star, 
the new village entered into the tur- 
moil of Slavic wars then raging; 
Tn 


12,38 the Kremlin, then an Important 
military station of the principality of 
Vladimir, was sacked and burned by 
Batou-Khan. 
In 
1'2'M 
It was again 


sacked arid Its Inhabitants were carried 
away Into slavery by Khan Nagal. 
Since then It repeatedly baa been plun- 
dered and burned, 


Tho Kremlin Is almost triangular In 


shape, and 
IH surrounded by a high 


earthen wall, a mile and a half long, 
which has stood for centuries. 
It Is 


one of the five divisions of tho city 
which still, retain their palisades. 
The 


Kremlin's wall Is surmounted by 18 
towers and pierced by five gates, 


In tho Kremlin are grouped some of 


the most beautiful buildings of Russia. 
Within Its walls may be read the archi- 
tectural history of the nation, but per- 
haps the most Interesting of the sights 
of tho acropolis is the tower of Ivan 
•tho Great, !W2 feet high and crowned 
by a gill dome. 


The "King of Bells." 


It contains ,'M bells, and al Its foot 


rests the "King of Bolls," the C/ar Kol- 
okol, «0 feet In circumference at Its 
rim and 10 feet high, which for more 
than a century remained burled In the 
earth where It fell as workmen at- 


Cathedral square on the summit of tho 
Kremlin, and in Archangelskly (Cathe- 
dra! of the Archangel Michael), are the 
tombs of many of the emperors, down 
to Peter the Great. In tho upper story 
of the treasury repose the crowns of 
the early c/.urs, several thrones, war 
trophies and miscellaneous curiosities. 
In the arsenal is a great collection ot 
weapons and arms taken In conflict. 


The Kremlin was the second capital 


of tho empire after the removal of tho 
government to Petrqgrad. 
Within its 


walls Is the great palace completed in 
.18-10, and here, too, are tho most won- 
derful churches and cathedrals of the 
country. 
Up to the dethronement of 


Nicholas the Kremlin was the eccles- 
iastical center of Russia. 


The acropolis Isjiill of memories of 


Ivan the Terrible, whom Tolstoy called 
the "great beast," and in the network 
of underground passages which under- 
lies It is supposed to be buried the 
library of that scholarly, but brutal, 
ruler. 
. In 1005 the citadel was the center o( 
revolutionary disturbances, and here 
In February of that year the Grand 
Duke Sorglus was assassinated. And 
now the historic place, the nucleus of 
tho city of Moscow, and the sent of 
Russian autocracy, again figures In 
.Slavic turmoil.

demand more buildings, better con- 
structed. 
Farm animals kept, under

Government Clerks Likely to Get More Pay Soon

T SEEMS ns If tho much-maligned government clerk Is soon to come Into his 


own. lie hp.s suffered for a long time on small wages. But now there nro 


several bills In congress designed to help this tlnnnclut situation. Ono of these 
measures, known ns the Keating bill, 
stipulates temporary salary Increases 
for employees making Jf^fiOO or less. 
The Increases graduate from 5 to !it) 
per cent. 


Another measure, known as the 


Nolan bill, provides that no person 
who has been In the employ of tho 
government for three yours and who 
Is twenty yenrs old shall receive less 
than $8 per dny, ,$1)0 per month, or 
ft.OSO per year. 


Hearings nre now going on before 


congressional committees upon theso bills, and it seems likely tlmt one, if not 
both, will pn.ss congress. The scale of living has Increased so much In Washing- 
ton thnt It Is declared necessary Cor tbe clerks to receive higher wages in order 
to get along. 


Neither of the bills Is regm-ded as Idenl. The Renting bill Is only for 


temporary relief. In tho tiise of the Nolan bill tho clerks say thnt there- are 
many In the ranks who, even though they receive more than $8 per dny, still 
need more money. 


Even if both theso bills pass congress there Is a strong likelihood thnt still 


another bill carrying a complete re-classification of salaries will bo drawn up 
nnd presented.

'away to stale for 12 or 24 hours. For 
many years English baker's bread has 
been so good and so cheap .that it 
has formed a large part of the dally 
menu. 
But

baker's bread Is, for the most part, 
so unpalatable that women have be- 
come home bakers. 
They mix the 


.standard flour with other meals and 
produce a bread which .Is far more 
palatable, at less expense, and still, 
comes within the rations. The supply 
of flour being so limited, pastries and 


cakes have become rarities In stores 
and 
restaurants, 
and 
luxuries In 


homes."

finished before her time expired and returned to her seat amid applause. 


T WAS a strange irony of fate 
that forced revolutionists, hard- 
pressed by the soldiers of Ker- 
ensky, to fail back into the Krem- 


lin of Moscow, for centuries the seat 
of despotism of Russia. And addition- 
al Interest was attached to this his- 
toric spot by the later announcement 
that here Kerensky intended to estab- 
lish his government. Perhaps no city 
of the nation has Bgured so prominent- 
ly In the turmoil which for centuries 
has accompanied Russian politics as 
has this "city within a.city." 


It was on the cite of the Kremlin, 


now the center o£ the city, that Mos- 
cow was founded by Yuri Dolgorukl, 
prince of Kiev, In 1147. 
The historians 


believe a village existed on the heights 
above the River Moska even before 
the advent of Prince Yuri. 
Within a 


century, says the Kansas City Star, 
the new village entered into the tur- 
moil of Slavic wars then raging! Tn 
1238 tha Kremlin, then an important 
military station of the principality of 
Vladimir, was sacked and burned by 
Batou-Khan. 
In 1293 it was again 


sacked and its inhabitants were carried 
away into slavery by Khan Nasal. 
Since then It repeatedly has been plun- 
dered and burned. 


The Kremlin Is almost triangular In 


shape, and is surrounded by a high 
earthen wall, a mile and a half long, 
which has stood for centuries. 
It is 


one of the five divisions of the city 
which still retain their palisades. The 
Kremlin's wall is surmounted by 18 
towers and pierced by five gates. 


In the Kremlin are grouped some of 


the most beautiful buildings of Russia. 
Within its walls may be read the archi- 
tectural history of the nation, but per- 
haps the most interesting of the sights 
o.C the acropolis Is the tower of Ivan 
the Great, 322 feet high and crowned 
by a gilt dome. 


The "King of Bells." 


It contains 34 bells,' and ut -its foot 


rests the "King of Bells," the Czar Kol- 
okol, 60 feet In circumference at its 
rim and 19 feet high, which for more 
than a century remained buried in the 
earth where it fell as workmen at- I 


Cathedral square on the summit of the 
Kremlin, and in Archangelskiy (Cathe- 
dral of the Archangel Michael), are the 
tombs of many of the emperors, down 
to Peter the Great. In the upper story 
of the treasury repose the crowns of 
the early czars, several thrones, war 
trophies and miscellaneous curiosities. 
In the arsenal is a great collection of 
weapons and arms taken In conflict. 


The Kremlin was the second capital 


of the empire after the removal of the 
government to Petrqgrad. Within its 
walls Is tbe great palace completed in 
1849, and here, too, are the most won- 
derful churches and cathedrals of the 
country. Up to the dethronement of 
Nicholas the Kremlin was the eccles- 
iastical center of Russia. 


The acropolis Is.£ull of memories of 


Ivan the Terrible, whom Tolstoy called, 
the "great beast," and In the network 
of underground passages which under- 
lies it is supposed to be buried the 
library of that scholarly, but brutal, 
ruler. 
- In 1905 the citadel was the center ct 
revolutionary disturbances, and here 
in February of that year the Grand 
Duke Serglus was assassinated. And 
now the historic place, the nucleus of 
the city of Moscow, and the seat of. 
Russian autocracy, again figures In 
Slavic turmoil.

T SEEMS as If the much-maligned government clerk is soon to come Into his 


own. 
tie has suffered for a long time on small wages. But now there are 


tcvenii bills In congress designed to help this Bnancial situation. One ot these 
measures, known as the Keating bill, 
stipulates temporary salary Increases 
for -employees making $2,500 or less. 
The Increases graduate from 5 to 30 
per cent. 


Another measure, known as the 


Nolan bill, provides that no person 
who has been In the employ of the 
government for three years and who 
Is twenty years old shall receive less 
than .?.'! per day, §90 per month, or 
fl.OSO per year. 


Hearings are now going on before 


congressional committees upon these bills, nnd It seems likely that one, If not 
both, will pass congress. The scale of living has Increased so much In Washing- 
ton that it Is declared necessary for the clerks to receive higher wages In order 
to get along. 
Neither of the bills Is regarded as Ideal. The Keating bill is only for 


temporary relief. In the cas>e of the Nolan bill the clerics say that there are 
many in the ranks who, even though they receive more than $3 per day, still 
need more money. 
Even if both these bills pass congress there is a strong likelihood that still 


another bill carrying a complete reclasslflcation of salaries will be drawn up 
and presented.

EALIZING that the capital city should set an example for the rest of the 
country to folio-.,-, Washington already is making plans to provide bumper 


home garden crops next season. Numerous organizations to stimulate interest 


in home gardening have been formed, 
among the leaders being the Capital 
Garden club, the first in the city to 
take up the question of increasing the 
food supply by local cultivation. 


The Capital Garden club started a 


campaign recently to raise $3,000 to 
defray the expenses of a campaign of 
intensive education, nnd today the snm 
Is almost in hand. Cash prizes will be 
awarded those having the best gar- 
dens and experts will be engaged to 
supervise the plots and assist in their 


cultivation. The department of agriculture is taking a keen interest in the 
homo gat-dan project and Washington's amateur fanners will have the ad- 
vantage of the co-operation of the department's experts. 


It Is expected thnt the action of Clarence Wilson, food administrator for 


the District of Columbin, will be followed elsewhere. He has pledged his co- 
operation and assistance, expressing the belief that the increase of production 
is just as important as a war measure as the saving of food. He believes 
excellent results could be accomplished all over the country if all other food 
administrators would make this a part of their duties. 


At any rate, Washington intends to show the wijy in this important phase 


of war work and wtU blaze a trail that other cities will do well to follow.

Russia. Napoleon's headquarters were 
In the Kremlin, and, while the flames 
there were not so destructive as'ln the 
remainder of the city, the fire attained 
sufficient magnitude to compel the 
French to evacuate.

Of her 
parents, who still live in Germany, 
she has hoard nothing for nearly a 
year, While her heart bleeds for her 
relatives and friends across the sea, 
aho has no delusion as to who caused 
tho present world-calamity. Her one 
great hope is that her parents may 
be alive when tho war ends and can 
leave forever tho kaiser's land to 
make their home in the United States 
That young woman is at present a 
resident of Stovens Point.—Stevens 
Point Gazette.

hospital .him; !), 3S7-4, from Ramsey 
county. 
She has been entirely the 


ward of the state since. There, were 
no callers for Anna Klein; no delica- 
cies were sent by husband or relative; 
no clothes were supplied other Than 
those of the stnte—tlio records show 
she was deserted. 


Husband Died Wealthy. 


John Klein (lied in St. Fnul more 


than a year ago n wealthy man, teav- 
,injj Hiroe. children by the first wife and 
two by tho second to claim their share 
of the la rye estate. 


There were no objections to the pro- 


bate of the will, neither were any ob- 
stacles expected to come until an old 
employee of the city hall, talking to 
the Judjjo of probate, said that he re- 
membered well the day the will was 
made and also that: he had never hoard 
that the first Mrs. Klein bad ever died. 


Tills remark threw a monkey wrench 


into the judicial machinery for n short 
time; ifie children were loth to Rive 
any credence to the remark—in fact, 
Uniphoc] at It; the judge would not 
probate until after an investigation.

MAKE APPEAL TO APPETITE 


Food Materials Which Are of Little 


Real Value Have Distinct 


Place on Table. 


Not all food materials are said to be 


valuable in proportion to the appeal 
which they make to the appetite. For 
example, the flavor substances in foods 
which stimulate the olfactory and gus- 
tatory nerves, und thus give rise to 
appetite, are not ordinarily the sub- 
stnnces on which the body depends for 
its fuel, nor for the great bulk of its 
building materials. 
The latter mate- 


rinjs—proteins, fats or oils and car- 
bohydrates—when 
chemically 
pure, 


have little or no taste or smell. The 
preference for thin and crisp rather 
than greasy bacon is given as an il- 
lustration. 


In a recent experiment It was found 


that of the 120 calories which repre- 
sent the fuel value of a very thin 
20 gm. (three-fourths 
ounce) 
slice, 


only nine calories remained when the 
slice was sent to the table, 320 calo- 
ries being represented by the t'ut which 
"fried out" Into the pun. In this case 
a considerable amount of flavor body 
ulso goes into the fat. yet most persons 
would not consider eating it unless it 
has been skillfully blended with large 
quantities of other foods; whereas the 
scrap of skeleton tissue which has lost 
93 per cent of its food value is regard- 
ed as n dainty morsel.

FOUND BY DAUGHTER 


Minneapolis.—After being 43 years 


in tho St. Peter state hospital for the 
Insane Mrs. Anna "Baby" Klein bus 
been returned to her chil'Jreu, who had 
believed all this time she was dead, at 
6-4:3 East Central Park place, St. Paul. 


A remark nf an old employee of the 


city hall to the judge of probate court 
when the will of John Klein was pro- 
bated started (he investigation which 
led to the discovery. Sirs. Klein is now 
seventy-three years old. 


Mrs. Klein was committed to the 


hospital .Tune 9, 1S74, from Ramsey 
county. 
She has been entirely tho 


ward of the state since. There were 
no callers for Anna Klein; no delica- 
cies were sent by husband or relative; 
no clothes were supplied other than 
those of the state—the records show 
she was deserted. 


Husband Died Wealthy. 


John Klein died in St. Paul more 


than a year ago a wealthy man, 
leav- 


ing Ihree children by the first wife and 
two by the second to claim their share 
of the large estate. 
There were no objections to the pro- 


bate of the will, neither were any ob- 
stacles expected to come until an old 
employee of the city hull, talking to 
the judge of probate, said that he re- 
membered well the day the will was 
made and also that he had never heard 
thai the first Mrs. Klein had ever died. 


This remark threw a monkey wrench 


into the judicial machinery for a short 
time; tfie children were loth to give 
any credence to the remark—In fact, 
laughed at It; the judge would not 
probate until after an investigation. 


The unexpected homecoming of Miss 


Mary A. Klein from California, where 
she was for several months, hastened 
matters. She wanted her mother if she 
was still living, nnd if c'ot she de- 
sired the estate to be settled, conse- 
quently Miss Klein went to St. Peter 
about a mouth ago, nnd nt first sight 
of the little old woman she was escort- 
ed to see she exclaimed:
